A staggering job of rehabilitation 


faced flood-wrecked communities 
of the Northeast today as stunned 
survivors found the death toll 
steadily mounting1 toward the 200 
mark. 


The known dead already num- 


bered 186. As additional vicUma 
were discovered, it appeared th« 
final count would go well abov« 
this figure. Pennsylvania and Con- 
necticut, the state* hardest hit. 
estimated a total of. as many aa 
130 persons still missing. 


Latest Figures 


The latest count since the begin- 


ning of the floods last Thursday 
was: Pennsylvania, 93; Connecti- 
cut, 66; Massachusetts, 13; Rhod« 
Island, 1; New Jersey, 8; New 
York, 4; Virginia, 3. 


As the rampaging streams and 


rivets receded to normal levels, 
astonished citizens surveyed th« 
heart-breaking devastation. It \vas 
so vast that only the broadest 
estimates of the damage could b« 
made, but these ran to billions. 


Homes were wrecked or com- 


pletely gone. Factories were dam- 
aged, some beyond repair. Bridges 
were down and roads washed out, 
with asphalt surfaces churned up. 


Health hazards were a major 


problem. Flood survivors in most 
places were ordered to boil dnnk- 
LIIS: water Emergency antityphoid 
seiunis weie flown into isolated 
communities by helicopter. 


Xeed Refrigeration 


Dry ice was an emergency item 


and supplies were commandeered 
to refrigerate vital food supplies 
w h e r e regular refrigerators were 
s-till without electric power. 


On lop of all their other prob- 


lems, many flood survivors looked 
anead to an uncertain future with 
their regular jobs gone, at least 
temporarily. 


Jn Tornngton. Conn., once a. 


thriving1 industrial city of 28.000. 
dozens of stoies were smashed and 
factories put out of older. Bridges 
were gone and vital supplies weie 
fiown in by helicopters using a 
,srhooi\ a rd for an emergency land- 
ing field.

Thi» look at non- 
alcoholic beverage quaffing was 
made by a professional firm for 
the Pan-American Coffee Bureau. 
And 8 000 persons were queried as 
to what, if anything, they'd had 
besides water the day before 


If you're wondering whether the 


sur\ev \\as ordeied because the 
importation of coffee beans fell off 
after the price went up a couple 
of years back, the bureau says, 
no, this is just the fifth in a series 
of beverage studies

GENEVA—The Paris Herald Tribune recently reported from 8tra»» 


bourg that A. A. Berle. Jr., a political adventurer of the Roosevelt-Tru- 
man regime, had finally com* right out vith the plan which the wholt 
cabal has been promoting ever since Woodrow Wilson and his guru. 
E. M. House, tried to throw our country into the old League of Nations 


on equal footing -with Soviet Pwiissia. According to 
the Pans HT's version of a speech by Berle, he said 
there was no place for nationalism in the twentieth 
century.

Lincoln Steffens. 


House sent Bulhtt and Steffens 


on a mission to Moscow lor.g before 
paper-collar Joe Davies ever heard 
of the term.

of John Reed, a Harvard Bed and 
a bum in all personal respects who, 
at least, had the courage, however. 
to man the barricades which to his 
dilettante comrades -were onlv a 
figure of speech. This female," be- 
tween Reed's death in Moscow and 
her marnage to Bullitt. ran a can- 
dle-light seminar in the morally 
murky Greenwich Village which 
Don Marquis used to ridicule with 
wondrous art.

national ctiltuie but xvish to use for 
that culture the resources of the 
entire -world.''

"B" or low "A's" or high "C's" in 
many cases. 


If I were asked to name Uie 


most important tiling I learned, 
while there, which would be help- 
ful to girls in UieJr clothing proj- 
ects next year I would say, "Keep 
Your Garments Simple." 


I mean use a pattern that has 


simple lines, that has an unclutter- 
ed look. 


And then don't make the mistake 


that so many girls do by adding a 
velvet bow or flowers or a pin 
here or there thinking it will ac- 
cent their dress. 


One of my 
clothing teachers 


once told our class that we could 
be smartly dressed by removing 
many of the tilings such as bows, 
fancy buttons, ribbons, fancy pins 
and other trim from inexpensive 
dresses that we buy. 


By removing the trim, the design 


lines of the dress receive their 
rightful emphasis. 


We placed several dresses in the 


"B" or "C" class because we felt 
that the trim used was not in har- 
mony with the rest of the dress. 
The dresses just didn't look right, 
although they were well construct- 
ed. " 


After we had 
completed the 


judging of all dresses, we had to 
display them so that persona at- 
tending the fair could see them. 


So we became "window dress- 


ers." We tried to select garments 
that, went together as Lo color and 
use. 


We had a. sportswear window, a

more. Md.. high school, the poster 
was awarded first prize in the llth 
animal safety poster competition 
conducted by the American Auto- 
mobile Association. 


Tens of thousands of them are 


being distributed to cities and vil- 
lages all over the country in antici- 
pation of the opening of tlie corning 
school season. 


Officials Seek K^cord 


Meanwhile, 
local 
police 
and 


school authorities, as well as pub- 
lic officials in similar positions all 
over the nation who are mindful 
of trie fact that words alone will 
not stop accidents, are planning in 
advance to make this coming 
school year the safest on record for 
the youngsters.

preparations also must be made to 
insure the youngsters more safety. 


"Be ready for what's ahead by 


doing something more than just 
thinking about it," say the offi- 
cials. "Make sure now that your 
car is in good mechanical condi- 
tion; that it will respond instantly 
to all controls the moment any 
emergency arises. 


Specifically they urge that brakes

health defect today is reported to 
be tooth decay which means dis- 
tracting pain and sometimes more 
serious difficulties for the school 
child. 


More parents than ever, fortu- 


nately, are conscious of the vision 
problems of the children, which, 
though not always requiring glass- 
es- for correction, must have pn>- 
fessional attention to make certain 
the youngster reads with comu>ri 
and ease. 


Parents also are becoming mora 


conscious of the need for having 
hearing checked. 


Best assurance of good health 


for your school child, which itt 
turn is basic to a successful career 
of learning, is to provide for pre- 
school term check ups.

few weeks away, appointments 
fhould be made now.

They're high in food value, 
too. 


Sandwich combinations are prac- 


tically unlimited. There ar« so 
many kinds of bread fiom which 
to 'hoose; enuched white, rye; 
pumpernickel; whole wheat and 
(•racked wheat; 
all of the tea 


breads- banana, raisin and date — 
to name only a few; plus Fieneh, 
Swedish and regional breads, and 
si variety of rolls, biscuits 
and 


muffins. 


Spieads and fillings can be even 


mure varied Most youngsters like 
nil kinds of meat and poultry fill- 
Ings, 
including cold 
cuts 
and 


meat spreads They go for peanut 
butter-plain or blended with grat- 
ed cairot, crumbled bncon, raisins, 
honey, jam,

low topping, frerun cheese, apple- 
sauce, mashed b;inana, oanbcrry 
sauce, crushed pme.ipple or chili 
sauce.

Or use cookie cutters to 
make round sandwiches, animals, 
hearts or whatever shape suits 
your child's fancy. The odds and 
ends of bread can go into poultry 
stuffing or bread pudding or be 
dried for crumbs.

I the younger set 
usually prefer 


bland fillings. 
They like small 


sandwiches which make them feel 
master of the task at hand. Fur- 
thermore, the smaller the sand- 
wiches, the more they can boast 
about the nuntber they have eaten. 


As children get older, their tastes 


become moie sophisticated. They 
like fillings with more zip and tex- 
ture interest; for example, crum- 
bled bacon added to a cheese 
spread or chopped celery mixed 
with a meat spread. Girls like 
fancy sandwiches almost idenfi- 
nitely but boys, by the time they 
are nine or ten, want more food 
and less frills. They'll ask for

sandwiches,

crusts left on, and more of them.

chool lunch. Older children like 
o munch an apple or orange with 
chums on the school 
grounds. 


Younger children may need to 
have their fiuit partially prepared 
for eating For them, cut an apple 
or pear into eighths, remove the 
core, dip the pieces in lemon juice 
so they won't turn brown and wrap 
well in waxed paper or aluminum 
foil. 


To make an orange both easy to 


eat and beautiful to behold, cut 
into eight sections with a sharp 
knife. Then cut rind from flesh at 
both ends of each section so that 
a child can easily separate flesh 
from rind in one bite. Before pack- 
ing, tie sections together with a 


perky ribbon and fold under ends 
of rind.

stand-bys. They should be fairly 
plain to travel well but once in a 
while it's nice to surprise children 
with something different.

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New Teaching Methods 
Require Understanding 


Cooperation With School Authorities 


Is Urged by Famous Editor

Perhaps parents have never been 


more concerned than they are to- 
day with what their children are 
learning at school and the condi- 
tions in the schools 
themselves. 


This is a good thing. For after all, 
they are our children and our 
schools and free education in a. 
democracy aims for the best in 
education for every child. 


But today all sorts of voices are 


raised in criticism of our schools. 
This is a good thing, too, when the 
critics are well-informed. It may 
be a potentially dangerous thing 
wh'en they are not. 


Today one of the chief charges 


made against our schools is that 
they are not teaching our children 
to read. There are those who de- 
clare they are also failing to learn 
arithmetic, that they write illegib- 
ly and can't spell. In other words, 
education is not what it used to be. 


Before anyone joins in such 


wholesale criticism, he ought to be 
sure of his facts. Do you realize, 
for instance, that various studies 
and tests prove that children are 
doing better in reading, writing 
and spelling than ever before? 


Take, for instance, eighth-grade 


children's ability in reading. Both 
in the United States and in Great 
Britain studies prove that 80-85 
per cent aie reading on or above 
eighth grade level. This is a high 
percentage of success. 


The fact that close to 2,500,000 


of our high school graduates were 
attending colleges and technical 
schools in 1952-53, testifies . that 
children are learning to read and 
spell and write and do arithmetic 
or they never would have been 
able to enter these schools where 
the requirements are high. 


When it comes to finding fault 


with modern methods of teaching, 
most laymen are on unsure ground. 
These methods are based on care- 
ful research to ascertain how chil- 
dren learn best and most quickly. 
They also take into consideration 
the fact that no two children are 
alike in ability and attainment. 


That is why, for instance, in the 


teaching of reading, the teacher 
adopts her methods to meet the 
needs of the paiticular child. 


By Way of Example 


With the child who learns most 


easily through his eyes she stress- 
es seeing words as a. whole or in 
a group; with the child who learns 
more easily with his ears—she 
stresses the saying outloud of 
words and groups of words; with 
the child who learns quickest 
through his sense of touch she en- 
courages writing woz-ds over and 
over or perhaps tracing them with 
his finger. 


But I don't want to be too tech- 


nical. Neither do I want to talk 


only about children in the lower 
grades. 


Too often, parents maintain an 


intense interest in schools when 
their children are in the lower 
grades but lose interest when their 
children are in the junior high 
school or high school classes. 


Perhaps this is because they 


find that as children grow older, 
they are less eager to have their 
parents visit school. The junior 
high school or high school boy or 
girl may even be a little embar- 
rassed to have Mother or Dad ap- 
pear in the classroom. 


If this is so, perhaps it is better 


to express your interest in some 
other way. There are still times, 
of course, when conferences with 
teacher or principal are necessary 
and desirable. 


Every youngster, no matter what 


his age, is also glad to have his 
parents show their interest by root- 
ing for the home team at games 
and attending the concerts, plays 
and other entertainments put on 
by the school. 


Attitude Is Important 


Some schools have welcomed 


mothers who have special skills 
such as the knowledge of library 
work, secretarial ability, musical 
or artistic talents, or first aid 
skills. Most of our schools are 
short-handed these days and offers 
of assistance are often most wel- 
come if they can be catried out 
with efficiency. 


Then, of course, your whole at- 


titude toward the school is of im- 
mense importance. You can't ex- 
pect a child of any age to like his 
teacher and be loyal to his school 
unless he finds the same attitude 
at home. 


There is no greater service that 


parents and friends of children 
can give our schools than interest- 
ed, understanding support. At the 
same time, if you feel something 
is wrong, you should feel free to 
call up and make an appointment 
to see your child's teacher or the 
principal of his school. 


And try not to do this with a 


chip on your shoulder. 


By and large, school people are

Enlisted to 
Aid Patrols 
And Police 


Many Cities Recruit- 
ing Guards From Ma- 


tron Group 


The newest worker recruited 


into the job of protecting children 
on their way to and fiom school 
is Mother. 


Each year, more cities and towns 


are 
adopting the idea of using 


young matrons to supplement the 
safety work now being- done by 
the regular police and the School 
Safety 
Patrols—particularly 
the 


latter, as the ladies usually work 
directly with the boys and girls of 
the Patrols. 


As the new school year ap- 


proaches, the corps will b« larger 
IJian ever, and many communities 
will be getting a first look at the 
smartly uniformed young mothers 
controlling traffic. 


"Sot Enough Police 


Corps of adult crossing guards, 


as they are called in most places, 
Are not being organized because 
either of the other groups is not 
doing a good job. Wherever there 
is a policeman on duty to help 
youngsters across the street, there 
is little likelihood of any sort of 
trouble. 


The problem here is that there 


just ai-en't enough policemen to 
cover all crossings where protec- 
tion is needed. 


The School Safety Patrols do an 


equally fine job. 
The American 


Automobile Association, one of the 
pioneers of the Patrol movement, 
reports that since the Patrols were 
organized about thirty years ago 
there has been a foity per cent re- 
duction in the traffic death rate 
for 5 to 34 year nld groups — the 
age bracket the Patrols primarily 
protect—while the rate for all oth- 
er age groups has risen about 
ninety per cent. 


Team work Pays Off 


Nevei theless, the assistance of 


trained adults is sorely needed in 
many places. It has been a long 
standing rule that Patrol boys and 
gills-are not allowed to direct traf- 
fic. Their job is to hold other chil- 
dren on the sidewalk until it is 
safe for them to cross. As traffic- 
conditions become heavier, it is in- 
creasingly difficult for a school- 
boy Patrolman to find sufficiently 
large gaps in the traffic flow to 
send 
schoolmates across b u s y 
streets. 


Teamwork between the Patrol 


sentinels and adtiit crossing-guards 
eliminates this problem. Trained 
by the police, the women guards 
have the authority to stop vehicu- 
lar traffic, even though few of 
them have full police power. 


The women's authority to arrest 


violators of traffic laws is limited 
in most places, but they all have 
t-he citizen's ri^ht to report wit- 
nessing- an offense to the police.

A complete visual examination 


before a child begins or resumes 
school work may mean the differ- 
ence between a star pupil and a 
problem child, according- to Dr. 
Robert JE. Bannon erf the American 
Optical Company's B u r e a u of 
Visual Science. 


"Don't depend on school vision 


tests entirely,'" he advises. "They 
are not intended to take the place 
of a thorough professional eye ex- 
amination." 


And because a child has a visual 


problem, he adds, it does not n«*c- 
essarily mean that he must wear 
glasses, or at least not continuous- 
ly. Visual training i» nuw a highly 
developed 
si itrjn e and 
a 
wide 


range of instruments and devices 
are available to doctors and then- 
patients. 


One new training device actually 


utilizes home television. 


Similarly new type lenses have 


eliminated use of old eye patches 
once used in visual training. 


Some symptoms of visual defi- 


ciency for which paients should 
watch, says Dr. Bannon, are frown- 
ing, blinking, squinting, irritability 
and lack of interest in reading, 
shutting one eye. tilting tke head, 
headaches, eye aches and com- 
plaints of blurred or do_ub!e vision. 


"If your child does need glass- 


es," he said, "you need not worry 
about his breaking them and get- 
ting a splinter in his eye because 
break resistant glass and plastic 
lenses may now be obtained."

Welted Shoe Recommended for 
Strength and Comfort in Footwear 


Kow to tell a good shoe fiom 


a poor one is a pioblem that faces 
most patents when they go back- 
to school shopping. Price—as in 
most things—is some indication, 
but it's not always the whole stoiy. 


A good way to judge how well 


a shoe is likely to wear is to check 
whether it is constructed with a 
leather welt. According to a. survey 
by a national consumer gioup, 
snoes -with welt construction stand 
up better and aie better foi the 
child's foot than non-welted shoes. 


The leather welt is actually the 


backbone or the whole shoe—and, 
veiy 
impoilant, 
detei mines 
its 


ability to be resoled. The welt holds 
the unper and sole together fiinily.
